ARTICLES OF FAITH 


1. We believe in one true and living Ged, and that there are three’ 
perscns in the Godhead, the Father, Son and Holy Ghost. 

2. We believe in the fall cf man and his inability to recover himself.. 

3. We kelieve Jesus Christ to be the Son of God. 

4. We believe in particular election, effectual calling of the elect.and. 


final preservation of the saints. 

5. We believe the Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments to 
be the word of Giod. 

6. We believe that baptism, the Lord’s Supper and the washing 
of the saints’ feet are ordinances of Jesus Christ, and that true be- 
liexers are the only fit subjects of these ordinances, and that the only 
true mode of baptism is immersion. 

7. We believe that no minister has the right to the administration 
of the ordinances of baptism and the Lord’s Supper, but such as are 
regularly called and come under the imposition of hands of a presbytery. 

8. We bbelieve in a final judgment, in a future state of reward and 
punishment, and that of eternal duration. 


CONSTITUTION 


An assemblage of delegates met at Bay Branch Church, Tattnall 
County, Georgia, on Staurday before the fourth Sunday in November, 
1895, from the several churches, viz: Cedar Creek, Sunlight, Andergson’s, 
Bay Branch, Love’s Chapel, Beards Creek, Bethel and Corinth, and then 


and there agreed to be one bcdy, called the Bethel Primitive Baptist 


Association. 
1. This Asscciation shall meet annually to worship and praise God. 
2. This Asscciation shall be composed of messengers from their 


churches, whose names shall be inserted in their letters. 


8. This Asscciaticn will make its own rules to govern itself, while 
in_sessicn; but none of its rules shall be binding on the churches, for 
they are free; and of right ought to be. 

4, The pastor of the church with which any session of the Associa- 
ticn.may be held shall be the moderator of that session, and shall appoint 
a clerk for that session, the clerk to keep a record of each minute, and 
have the same printed and distributed. 

5. This Association will call for and admit into its body any church 
that.is orderly and orthodox; also if any church wishes to withdraw from 
her.body, she may do so at her discretion. 

6. It shall be the duty of this Association to appoint a committee 
to arrange preaching. 

7. This Association shall appoint a committee to arrange general 
meetings. 

8. This Asscciation shall appoint a committee on finance. 

9. If any church deems it fit and proper not to represent with 
us in cur Asscciation, such action does not impair our fellowship with 
the.members of such church; and while for the sake of spiritual truth, 
gospel peace, order and freedom, we hereby disccntinue all formal corre- 
spondence with our sister Associations, we take pleasure in declaring 
our .warmst Christian love fcr all cur brethren everywhere, and we do 
most affectionately invite them to make lcving and personal visits to 
us—not only at our Asscciaticn—but also to our churches individually, 
feeling that we will give them a ccrdial welecme.
